The Vassar girls have raised a 
row about their dress, and threaten 
tostrike if their wishes are not 
carried out.

An old Case Called Up. 
New York, April 1. 

Recorder Smith, in general session 
to-day, heard the argument by coun- 
sel J. B. Hart, of San Francisco, to 
have a prosequi entered on an in¢lict- 
ment of forgery on filein the District 
Attorney’s office, against William 
Kisane, now # wealthy and influential 
citizen of San Francisco. The indict- 


ment was for the forgery of a check of 
$12,000 in 1854, against the Chemical 
Bank ofthis city. Counsellor Jones 
appeared for the Bank and opposed 
the motion. He said Kisane had not, 
made any restitution to the bank for 
the mouvey thus obtained in a 
criminal manner, although it ap- 
red that he was well to do. 
sawyer Jones submitted an affidavit 
made by the cashier of the bank, 
which _ forth that the bank had suf- 
fered a loss of $26,050 by Kisane’s for- 
gery. strict Attorney Marline was 
resent, and favored dismissing the 
odictment, considering the length of 
time which has slaneed, and that Kis- } 
sane had reformed and was leading an 
honest life. Everything considered, 
he was not disposed to call the case for 
trial at this lateday. Recorder Smith 
was not willing to dismiss the matter. 
He said that there was no evidence 
that Lawyer Hart was acting with 
Kisane’s consent, and intimates that 
he would require assurances on this 
point before taking action ; that a tele- 
gram from the principal in the case 
would not be sufficient. The parties 
then left the court. 


Harrison Again Declines. 
CHICAGO, March 31. 
When the Nominating Committee 


assembled this evening, Carter Har- 
risorn entered the room alone. Afier 
hearing the committee’s report, which 
was to the effect that they could find 
no one to champion the cause of De- 
mocracy, Harrison arose and for the 


third time declined the nomination 
outright, but before resuming his seat 
he said that if the Republicans 
would withdraw Roche and put on 
their ticket Carter Harrison, he would 
beat Nelson (Labor) b 30,000 votes, 
and thus save the city | Hirer a Socialist 
Mayor, as the papers choose to style 
bim. “You cannot ask Harrison to 
lead a forlorn hope,”’’ cried the Mayor; 
‘‘waen Harrison runs, he runs to win, 
but not to elect Mr. Roche. If the 
citizens of Chicayo, irrespective of 
party, should say to him to run he 
would do so.” Harrison then left the 
room. 

A member of the committee then 
moved the appointment of an Execu- 
tive Committee of five to confer with 
representatives of the citizens’ organi- 
zation should one develop. The 
motion was carried, and the committee 
adjourned sine die. 


The First | Clash. 
CINCINNATI, April 1. 

The Cincinnati newspapers appear 
to-day without the customary column 
giving the time of the arrival and de- 
parture of trains. This is in accord- 
ance with the proposition made by the 
newspapers jointly, in view of the 
stoppage of passes, to stop free publi- 
cation of matter for the benefit of the 
roads, but to accept tickets, in pay- 
ment for all advertising. The rail- 
roads replied, accepting the proposi- 
tion for advertisements which they 
should order, and intimating that the 
daily publication of time tables should 
not be regarded as advertisements.

‘““Yeos,”’ said Wali, “I have come 
here to shoot you; if you haveany 
preparations to make you had better 
make them.’’ 

Harcourt rose from his seat, and 
Wall atonce fired from a 22-caliber 
pistol. The ball struck Harcourt’s 
breast over the heart, pevetrating the 
coat and ves! and glancing from the 
steel cord of the necktie.

Hodges testified that he had gone to 
the opera with the intention of ending 
his life while Patti was singing.

He could not account for the pres- 
ence of the bottle of turpentine, which 
he said was “bug poison,’’ except that 
he had unintentionally placed it in his 
pocket. ‘*Lexploded the powder be- 
neath my coat,”’ be said, “so that no- 
body else would get hurt.”

Montana Stock Losses. 
Special dispatches from Montana 
to Chicago papers confirm previous 
reports of the unprecedented loss of 
stock in that Territory. One corre- 


spondent telegraphed from Beze- 
man last Tuesday as follows: Now 
that the Winter has to all appear- 
ance passed, we can approximate 
very close to the actual mortality 
among rauge stock during the past 
Winter. The death rate, among 
cattle especially, is wonderful. 
There is po doubt at all but that 
fully one-half of the cattle on the 
ranges throaghout the Territory 
have died during the past severe 
Winter. There is uot a single range 
but that the death rate is fully that 
great, and a great many of them 
will equal 75 per cent. With sheep 
aud horse men the loss is vot near 
so heavy as among the cattle, but 
still the loss is great among horses 
and sheep. On some ranges it is re- 
ported that one half of the horses 
have died and that sheep are still 
dying by the handreds., 


Hop Raising. 
The Carson 7ribune says: The 
ranchers in this and neighboring 
valleys are arriving at the conclu- 
sion that hop-growing region 


will prove a profitable’ bus- 
iness, and the chances are 
that an immediate move _ will 
be made in that direction. A gen- 
tleman who has visited the hop 
growing in Washington Territory 
aiid who has visited rauches west 
of Carson City, stated to a Tribune 
reporter that he had never seen a 
more favorale spot for hop culti- 
vation, and that, did he own land 
on our side-hilis and ravines he 
would immediately go into the bus- 
iness. To make a start in hop- 
growing is by no means au expen- 
sive affair, and at least those own- 
ing side-hill property might try 
the experiment of planting a 
thousand or so of hop plants, for as 
sure as they do the business will be 
followed out,

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Where He Get His Start. 

The Grass Valley, Cal., Union 
says: Philip D. Armour, tbe Chi- 
cago pork - packer, who has the 
largest establishment of the kind in 
the world, was, in the early days, a 
miner at Virginiatows, Placer 
county, ten miles west of Auburn. 


He was a partoer of George D. Ald- 
rich, who has since continuously 
resided in that county, being en- 
gaged in merchandising *t Lincoln. 
Armour and Aldrich cleared up 
$10,000 apiece from their mining 
claim, and this furnished Armour a 
“stake,’’ which was tbe foundation 
of his present colossal fortune. Witb 
this money he wentto Milwaukee 
and established a pork-packing 
house, and subsequently removed 
to Chicago, where his business has 
grown to its present great propor- 
tious. Mr. Armour has just been 
visiting California, meeting bis old 
partner Aldrich at Sacrawento, and 
on Wednesday they went up to 
Placer to take a look at the old min- 
ing camp which was once the scene 
of their lars. Virginiatown at 
one time had rich ravine and placer 
diggings, which were exhausted 
years ago. 


Talk of Repudiating. 

There is a likelihood that the 
State debt of Virginia will be repu- 
diated. Senatur Rhea has ipntro- 
duced a resolution for the submis- 


sion to the people of a Constitu- 
tional amendment providing that if 
the foreign bondholders do not ex- 
change their holdings for Riddle- 
berger thre s within a given date, 
theu the principal of the debt shall 
be repudiated.
